il the victory is won—‘‘or I 

am not there at the end.’’ 

About 100 deputies were absent, 
gerving with the armed forces, Field 
Marshal Hermann Wilhelm Goer- 
ing explained in opening the ses- 
sion. The places of these absent 
were filled, however, by other po- 
litical leaders and every place in 
the dark, red walled and maroon 
carpeted Kroll Opera House was 
taken when Hitler entered. 

The auditorium was hot and 
humid and perspiration stood out 
on the faces of most of those pres- 
ent. 

Tense and Dramatic Scene. 

The diplomatic gallery was well 
filled although the Papal nuncio 
could not be seen.

The Chan- 
eellor was pale. Surrounded by the 

' giants of his entourage, he seemed 
somehow a smal] man—a physically 
gmall man, that is, to bear the re- 
sponsibilities which lay on his 
shoulders. — 

Hitler spoke 34 minutes. 


“Victory or Death,” Hitler Deciares 
in His Speech.

“I am putting on the uniform 
and I shall take it off only in vic 
tory or death,” Hitler vowed in 
his impassioned speech.

Hitler directed a word to German 
women, saying that he required of 
them strict discipline and devotion 
to duty. He made a passionate gen- 
eral appeal that they and the whole 
nation undergo every privation for 
sake of German honor. 


“I remember once a Prussian 
King in three battles won against 
a coalition of enemies because he 
had a staunch heart. I want to 
assure the world there will never 
again be a November, 1918, in Ger- 
man history. 


“It is entirely unnecessary that 
we live—it is necessary that Ger- 
many live. You Reichstagers must 
be the banner bearers of resistance. 
Nobody may ask about personal 
comfort. Others before us have 
brought sacrifices.” 

Goering Pledges Loyalty. 
Closing the session, Goering said: 
“The German Reichstag stands 

unanimously behind the Fuehrer. 

The German people are ready to 
make every sacrifice. 


“The Reichstag pledges implicit 
obedience. 

“All will do their duty to the ut- 
most. 

“In the fight forced on us by 
Poland we trust unshakably in our 
defense force, Sieg heil to our 
Fuehrer--hail victory to our lead- 
er.”

— Hitler Acknowledges 
It, Puts Him in Charge: 


BERLIN, Sept. 1 (AP).—The 
Germans took the city of Dan- 
zig into the German Reich to- 
day soon after Chancellor Hit- 
ler ordered the German army 
to ‘‘meet force with force.’ 

A short time after the army 
order was issued, Albert For- 
ster, Nazi Chief of State in 
Danzig, proclaimed the reunion 
of the Free City with Germany 
and notified Hitler of his ac- 
tion. Hitler accepted the Free 
City into the Reich. 


The German. Reichstag, after 
hearing an impassioned prom- 
ise by Hitler to ‘‘meet bomb 
with bomb,’’ unanimously con- 
firmed the return of Danzig to 


Germany. 

In a telegram to Forster, Hitler 
acknowledged the reception of For- 
ster’s proclamation and thanked 
him for “the loyalty of Danzig to 
Germans.” Forster had notified 
Hitler by telegram of his action. 
Hitler declared a newly pro- 
claimed law by Forster for the re- 
union of Danzig to Germany “im- 
mediately effective’ and named 
Forster, already chosen by the 
Danzig Senate as Chief of State, to 
head the city government. 

“I acknowledge your proclama- 
tion of the return of the Free City 
of Danzig to the Reich,” Hitler’s 
telegram said. 

“Tt thank you, Gauleiter (District 
Leader) Forster and all Danzig 
men and women, for your loyalty 
which you have displayed for so 
many years. ; 

“Greater Germany welcomes you 
with joy in her heart. 

“The law.of reunion will be en- 
acted forthwith. I appoint you, 
Herr Forster, chief of the civil ad- 
ministration in the Danzig terri- 
Article One of Forster’s decree 
suspended the Constitution of the 
Free City immediately. 

(Under the city’s League of Na- 
tions status its Constitution was 
guaranteed by the League, and 
changes without its consent were 
declared illegal.) 


Forster’s telegram to Hitler read: 
“My Fuehrer. I have just signed 
and then put into effect the follow- 
ing basic law, concerning the re- 
union of Danzig with the German 
Reich. 

“The basic state law of.the Free 
State of Danzig and the reunion of 
Danzig with the German Reich is 
effective Sept. 1, 1939. 

“To lift the immediate distress 
of the people and state of the Free 
City of Danzig, I decree the follow- 
ing basic state law: 


“‘*Article I: The constitution of 
the Free City of Danzig has been 
suspended effective immediately. 
“‘Article II: All legal and ad- 
ministrative power will be executed 
exclusively by the head of State 
(Forster). 

“‘Article III: The vree City of 
Danzig with its territory and its 
peoples forms a part of the German 
Reich, effective immediately. 
“‘Article IV: Until a final de- 
cision regarding the introduction of 
German Reich’s laws by the 
Fuehrer, the entire laws of thé con- 
stitution remain in force as they 
apply at the moment, 

“‘Signed at Danzig, Sept. 1, 1939, 
Albert Forster, Gauleiter.’ 

“I beg you, my Fuehrer, in the 
name of Danzig and its population 
to consent to this basic state law 
and to carry out the reunion with 
the German Reich through federal 
law. 

“Obediently, my Fuehrer, Danzig 
pledges to you imperishable thank- 
fulness and eternal loyalty. Hail 
my Fuehrer. 

Signed, “Albert Forster, Gauleit- 
er.”

Polish Offer Rejected. 

Polish officials squarely 
placed the guilt of starting the 
war on Germany. Officials said 
the Polish Government yester- 
day agreed to an act of media- 
tion by the British Government, 
the aim-of which was to start 
conversations between the Po- 
lish and German governments 
in order to avoid war. 
Authorities declared that an 
understanding to this effect 
was given Berlin late yester- 
day by the Polish Ambassador 
and that the German answer 
was an announcement of a long 
list of conditions. 
A few hours later, Polish of- 
ficials asserted, Germany be- 
gan war action without further 
communication. 

Two Waves of Pianes. 
(Reuters, British news agency, 
reported that the main German at- 
tack was from East Prussia on a 
front between Dzialdowo and Woj- 
nitze. Reuters reported German 
planes attacked Poland in two 
waves. Seven towns, they said, 
were bombed on the first raid — 
Kursk, Gdynia, Thorn, Gialystock, 
Grodno, Dihivo and Bydgoszoz. The 
second wave was a few hours later 
when Warsaw, Krakow, Katowice 
and Czestowice were bombed.) 
Official sources still were with- 
out information of the extent of 
damages or casualties in air raids 
elsewhere in the country. 

The Foreign Office said German 
planes had bombed Krakow and 
Katowice, in Southwestern Poland, 
and also Czestochowa, Tczew and 
Grudziaz. 

It confirmed that fighting had 
started in Danzig and official 
sources said German soldiers had 
attacked Polish .defenses near 
Mlawa, bordering the southern part 
of East Prussia. 

Eyewitness Account. 

When first alarms sounded here, 
this correspondent just was entering 
the Foreign Office press room to 
confer with Edward Kulikowski, 
formerly of the Polish Embassy 
staff in Washington and now the 
Polish foreign press officer. 

All Foreign Office employes im- 
mediately gathered gas masks and 
were taken to nearby bomb shel- 
ters where they remaned an hour, 
both mem, and women exhibiting 
utmost 
Caught in the streets when the 
second alarm came, the correspond- 
ent saw police and air raid wardens 
clearing all traffic. The streets 
were left virtually deserted. Every- 
one was forced to take shelter in 
the nearest building until the “all 
clear” signal was sounded. 


Many lacking gas masks merely 
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waited calmly in open entrances, 

(Many were killed and injured 
when the Polish frontier town of 
Tezew, not far from the Danzig 
border, was bombed, Exchange 
Telegraph ‘reported. This agency 
said: the railroad station and other 
buildings were destroyed, and the 
bombing continued for at least an 
hour. 

(One air raid also was reported 
by Exchange Telegraph to have 
been carried out against a railway 
station and tunnel on the Krakow- 
Warsaw Railway.) 

- Mists Conceal Warsaw. 

Mist and clouds were overhane- 
ing Warsaw.

This direction was given to board 
representatives at a conference at 
the Prosecutor’s office, which fol- 
lowed a report by Fire Chief Law- 


rence C. Cornoyer that 19 out of 
31 public schoois inspected so far 
by the Fire Department did not 
comply with the State law requir- 
ing fire escapes on three-story 
schoolhouses. 

School officials, startled by the 
order, calculated quickly that about 
5150 pupils, in about 130 top-floor 
rooms of the 31 schools, would be 
affected. They declared it would 
be an extremely difficult problem to 
rearrange facilities to care for these 
children. Superintendent of In- 
struction Henry J. Gerling said he 
could not comment yet, except to 
point out that legal and construc- 
tion questions were involved. 

Specifically, Finnegan’s order ap- 
plied to the 16 grade schools in- 
cluded in the Fire Chief's list, 
and he added that it would apply 
also to any other grade school of 
non-fireproof type. There are 15 in 
the latter category. Finnegan with- 
held orders concerning the high 
schools, which are all three stories 
high but of firenroof construction, 
until he could confer again with 
Cornoyer. 

Presence of Other Hazards. 

Finnegan cailed for the Fire De- 
partment survey of the schools as 
the result of exclusive publication 
by the Post-Dispatch July 25 and 
subsequently of official reports de- 
tailing lack of fire escapes and 
presence of other fire hazards in 
many schools. 

Out of about 150 school houses in 
the system, 65 have three stories, 
including 52 grade schools, 10 high 
schools, two vocational schools and 
a teachers’ college. In addition, 
teachers’ college and four grade 
schools now under construction 
have three stories and two of them 
will have partial fourth floors. The 
Prosecutor’s order did not apply to 
third stories of fireproof, modern 
structures. 


At the conference with Finnegan, 
Assistant Superintendent George L. 
Hawkins announced that surprise 
fire drills were to be instituted at 
once in all schools. However, Dr. 
Gerling, who was unable to attend 
the meeting, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the board would have 
to decide whether such drills would 
be started. 


He said he would present the 
question to the board’s Instruction 
Committee tomorrow afternoon and 
would offer no objection but would 
not urge the drills. It has been 
his contention and that of his pred- 
ecessors for some time that the 
regular daily dismissals constituted 
the best fire drills and no others 
have been held. The Post-Dispatch 
called attention to this in connec- 
tion with the disclosures about 
failure to comply with the fire 
escape law. 

Four of the 12 members of the 
board have said they favored sur- 
prise fire drills, while six have 
been noncommittal and two have 
been out of the city.

Hawkins re- 
minded him that extensive fire- 
proofing of stairs and corridors of 
older schools was carried out some 
years ago. A brief discussion of 
the possibility of smoke spreading 
through a school, with resultant 
panic, ensued. Finnegan declared 
St. Louis had been fortunate in 
not having a major school disaster, 
but warned that one could occur 
any time. 

Hawkins spoke of the problem

CARDENAS CALLS ON OIL 
COMPANIES TO MAKE TERMS 


Says Otherwise Mexico Will Pro- 
ceed With Own Plans to Value 
Property Expropriated. 
MEXICO CITY, Sept. 1 (AP).— 
President Lazaro Cardenas, speak- 
ing today before Congress, warned 
17 foreign oil companies whose 
properties were expropriated by 
Mexico in March, 1938, that, unless 
an early settlement were reached, 
the Government would proceed 
with its own plans for evaluation 
and payment. Settlement negotia- 

tions now are at a standstill. 

Cardenas called some demands of 
the American and British oil com- 
panies “absurd” and added that 
“expropriation now is a part of the 
history of our economic independ- 
ence which should not be touched. 
Men in power may change, but not 
the principle of social justice on 
which expropriation is based.” 

Observers thought war in Europe 
would make the sale of Mexican oil 
to Germany and Italy difficult since 
their war needs would not allow 
shipment of barter goods into Mex- 
ico in exchange for oil. These 
countries recently have been Mex- 
ico’s chief markets for oil.

“Finally, there are wiseacres who 
construe from the pact more than 
is written in it. For this purpose 
all kinds of conjectures and hints 
are mooted in order to cast doubt 
on the pact in one or another 
country. 

“But all this merely speaks for 
the hopeless impotence of the ene- 
mies of the past who are exposing 
themselves more and more as ene 
mies of both the Soviet Union and 
Germany, striving to provoke war 
between these countries.” 

Molotov disclosed that Polish in- 
sistence, with British support, that 
Russian troops be barred from 
crossing Polish soil was a princi- 
pal factor in the breakdown in mu- 
tual assistance negotiations. 

He declared that the projected 
mutual assistance pact could have 
been “significant only if military 
co-operation were possible.” 

“But the negotiations and the 
staff talks proved not only that, 
but also that England, far from 
objecting to the Polish stand, sup- 
ported it.” 

Thus Russia turned to Germany, 
he said—a Germany which “aban- 
doned her anti-Soviet policy and 
offered the most favorable trade 
treaty ever made at a time when 
other countries plotted to involve 
us in war.” 

He derided British-French  ar- 
guments that Russia should side 
with London and Paris against Ber- 
lin, asking, “ . is it not clear to 
them that we do not have to” get 
involved in war either way? 

‘If. these gentlemen feel such gs 
strong desire to fight, let them fight 
without us and we shall see what 
sort of soldiers they make... .. ” 

Molotov stated that the English 
stand ‘on the Polish objectives, as 
well as England’s action in sending 
low-ranking officials to negotiate 
and dispatching a military mission 
without giving it rights or even a 
mandate, doomed the negotiations 
to failure. 

“Furthermore,” said Molotov, “En- 
gland insisted on a clause about in- 
direct aggression which would en- 


out of their obligations to the 
Soviet Union. Can you see the dif- 
ference between such a pact and 
one based on bluff?” asked the 
Premier, his last words being 
drowned in the laughter of the 
deputies. 

Russia’s Growing Importance, 

The Premier assured his audience 
that the Soviet Union was not re- 
lying on anything but its own 
strength and vigilance. Molotov 
concluded his speech by stressing 
Russia's growing importance in in-| 
ternational affairs. 

“The pact proves that all at- 
temps to solve European problems 
without Soviet participation are 
doomed to failure,” he said. 

As usual, the Soviet Premier 
brought in a reference to Japun. In 
pointing to the fact that the inter- 
national situation “has shown no 
change for the better” since the 
third session of the Soviet Par- 
liament, he said that “Japanese 
troops continue to occupy the prin- 
cipal cities and a considcrable part 
of the territory of China. Nor is 
Japan refraining from hostile acts 
against the U, 8. 8. R.” 

With its unanimous ratification 
of the non-aggression pact, which 
was effected without discussion, the 
extraordinary session of the Soviet 
Parliament performed the most im- 
portant task for which it was as- 
sembled. Both houses, however, 
will resume meetings late tomor-

BERLIN; Sept. 1 (AP).—Foreign 
observers believe that Germany’s 
war plan may be to concentrate at 
the start on the east and leave only 
a defensive force in the western 
front fortifications until the eastern 
border can be cleared satisfactorily. 

But this is a presumption based 
on studies of the situation rather 
than knowledge of any military 
plan that may exist. 

No inkling of a strategic plan of 
action has been given. 

Observers expect chiefly bomb- 
ing and artillery activities in the 
west between the French Maginot 
line and the German fortifications 
facing it, producing a stalemate 
for some time. 

Some hesitation, they say, may 
be shown by both sides in taking 
the initiative in bombing large 
cities lest this produce world-wide 
resentment that might nullify mil- 
itary objectives to be gained by 
such destruction. 

What Italy Would Do. 

To the south, Italy, Germany’s 
ally, would be expected to defend 
the Brenner and other passes 
through the Alps from a possible 
attempt by the French to get at 
Germany from the side door. But 
since it is generally believed that 
Britain and France would strike 
hardest at the outset at Italy, this 
side door to Germany has not been 
left completely unguarded. 

Germans are being told Italy is 
prepared to do these things in the 
event of war: 

1. Launch a lightning attack on 
the French frontier, accompanied 
by air raids on French cities, har- 
bors and military establishments. 

2. Open a similar offensive in 
North Africa. 

3. Cut the Mediterranean by con- 
trolling the 90-mile straits between 
Sicily and Tunisia. 

4. Destroy British naval and air 
bases at Malta and Alexandria by

JAPANESE WORLD 
FLYERS LAND IN U. S. 


Fifty Demonstrators Protest 
Against Visit at Seattle, and 
Los Angeles Unions Object. — 


SEATTLE, Sept. 1 (AP). — A 
Japanese aerial party, on a world 
good-will flight, made its first 
landing in the United States late 
yesterday, and anti-Japanese dem- 
onstrators gathered to _ protest 
against the visit. 
While a crowd of Japanege and 
American-Japanese estimated at 
3000 gathered at Boeing field to 
cheer the flyers, about 50 demon- 
strators with anti-Japanese ban- 
ners appeared across the highway 
from the airport. 
The demonstrators, whose ban- 
ners said, “Unload Jap guns, boy- 
cott Japanese goods,” were kept 
off the airport by police. 
Japanese and American flags 
were waved by the welcomers as 
the twin-motored “Nippon” landed 
at 6:16 p. m. after a flight of ap- 
proximately 1000 miles from White- 
horse, Y. T. Time for the trip was 
seven hours, 26 minutes. 
The welcoming crowd came from 
Japanese colonies throughout West- 
ern Washington and from as far as 
Vancouver, B. C. 
Rakeo Ohara, Japanese “people’s 
enyoy” on the flight and represen- 
tative of the two sponsoring Japa- 
nese newspapers, said the aerial 
party o feight would remain over- 
night, flying today to San Francis- 
co nonstop, or possibly to Los An- 
geles.

Unconventional Ways Finance War 


For Nations in Precarious Position 


Germany, Dispensing 
Been 


With Gold, Still Has 


Able to Carry on Rearmament 


Program and Increase Industrial Activity. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP). — 
How can Europe finance a war? 


It is difficult for the layman to 
understand how nations wallowing 
in debt, budgets unbalanced, gold 
reserves depleted, and currencies 
depreciated, can pay the fantastic 
costs of war. 

True, international credit today 
is at a low ebb, and definitely not 
what it was in 1914, but authori- 
ties agree that is no deterrent to 


war. 

_ a is only a medium of ex- 
change, and credit a medium of 
deferred exchange, and when they 
don’t work according to cohvén- 
tional banking practice, govern- 
ments under pressure of war adopt 
unconventional methods of seeing 
that the exchanges of goods and 
materials are made, perhaps with 
disastrous results eventually, but 
they do it. 


The last war wiped out the value 
of the German currency, and with 
it the savings of the nation’s mid- 
dle class; Her financial status has 
been regarded as more or less pre- 
carious almost ever since, but that 
has not deterred her from one of 
the most spectacular rearmament 
programs the world has ever seen. 

Germany Dispensed With Gold. 

Gold, traditionally regarded as 


an indicator of financial strength, 


has been dispensed with by the 
Reich. When Hitler came into 
power in 1933, he paid out almost 
the entire gold reserve of the 
Reich in settlement of certain 
debts, and in effect told Germany’s 
creditors if they wanted further 
payments they would have to buy 
German goods. 

Without gold, which automat- 
ically settles differences in the bal- 
ance of international payments, 
business men cannot freely trade 
in world markets, and there can be 
no free flow of merchandise. 

But by a rigid control balancing 
imports against exports, the Reich 
not only has continued to carry on, 
but has accelerated her internal 
industrial activity to record break- 
ing levels. Her iron, steel and ce- 
ment production have surpassed all 


she has become the biggest pro- 
ducer of aluminum. 

Despite the drive for self-suf- 
ficiency, Germany still looks to 
the rest of the world for a large 
portion of her food supply, such 
as meat, butter and cereals, and for 
textiles, rubber, tin, petroleum and 
other important products. She lacks 
funds to buy them, and interna- 
tional credit on which to borrow, 
but with her big industrial capac- 
ity, has been exporting goods in ex- 
change. 

War would presumably shut off 
her sea-borne trade, but claims are 
made that she has stored sufficient 
supplies to keep going for some 
time. Rigid rationing is already 
in effect. Also, the agreement with 
Russia opens up, at least potential- 
ly, a source of large supplies of raw 
materials, for which the Reich 
could trade manufactures. 

Staggering Tax Burden. 

The German rearmament pro- 
gram hasbeen accompanied by 
huge internal borrowing, and a 
staggering tax burden. How well 
the Nazi economic program is work- 
ing, how long it will work, whether 
huge expenditures will bring inter- 
nal inflation with a disastrous rise 
in price levels, are moot questions. 

Fidancially, compared with En- 
gland and France, Germany is re- 
garded as weak. Against this she 
has man power and great indus- 
trial capacity. 

England's borrowing capacity to- 
day is scarcely what it was in 1914. 
Her debt is some three times what 
it was 25 years ago. France wiped 
out a good part of her World War 
debt in the post-war inflation, and 
has been through a number of fi- 
nancial crises in recent years. But 
England and France each have 
more than two billion dollars in 
gold, more than twice what they 
had in 1914. 

During the World War the Unit- 
ed States made cash loans to En- 
gland and France of $4,766,000,000, 
and more after the armistice. Fur- 
ther borrowing in America would 
presumably be barred by the John- 
son Act forbidding loans to default- 
ers. (Jesse Jones, administrator of 
the Federal loan agency, said in

or the Import-Export Bank.) 
Allies Could Raise Money. 

But England and France could 
raise some billions in cash for for- 
eign purchases. They could spend 
their gold, assuming the United 
States would continue to take it, 
and they could mobilize and liqui- 
date foreign investments. The Com- 
merce Department estimates their 
investments here at between $2,800,- 
000,000 and three billion dollars. In 
addition, Canada has some $1,400,- 
000,000 invested here. 

France is economically one of the 
more self-sufficient nations in Eu- 
rope. England imports most of her 
food supply and other essentials, 
but still is supreme on the seas and 
has her dominions to draw from. 


JEWISH VETERANS CONTINUE 
BOYCOTT ON GERMAN GOODS 


Encampment Condemns Nazi Gov- 
ernment for “Causing World Un- 
rest and Threatening War.” 
MIAMI, Fila., Sept. 1 (AP). — 
Jewish war veterans of the United 
States voted yesterday to continue 
a boycott on German-made goods 
“until the present ruthless Nazi 

Government is ended.” 

The veterans, attending their an- 
nual encampment, condemned the 
Nazi Government “for causing 
world unrest and threatening it 
with war.” 

A resolution approved by the 
veterans called on the British Gov- 
ernment to reopen Palestine for 
Jewish immigration and to pro- 
vide protection for Jews living 
there. 

The organization pledged its sup- 
port to President Roosevelt in his 
“continued efforts for the preser- 
vation of peace compatible with 
the honor and dignity of the Amer- 
ican nation.” 

Awards ofr meritorious service 
to Jewish war veterans were given 
to Commander Morris Stone of the 
St. Louis post, and Fred W. Emig 
of St. Louis, Missouri commander 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars.

MEASURES READY. 
10 BREAK’ SHOCK 
UF WAR IN U. §. 


Preparations Made to 
Lighten Jolt to Financial 
and Commodity Market 
and General Business. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP). — 
Final preparations to keep Ameri- 
can industry stable in event of a 
general European war were made 
by Government agencies today. 

Orders designed to cushion the 
shock of a conflict on the financial 
and commodity markets and busi- 
ness in general were in readiness 
whenever President Roosevelt 


might deem it wise to issue them. 
Attorney-General Murphy dis- 
closed a broadening of the Justice 
Department’s campaign against 
spies in the United States. 
New Investigation Offices. 


The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, he said, will open new offices 


Hawaii, the Panama Canal Zone 
and Alaska. He is considering add- 
ing an office in Manila. 

The Treasury, the Securities Com- 
mission, and the new Federal Lend- 
ing agency were taking part in the 
study of war’s possible effect on 
American business. 

Jesse Jones, Federal Lending Ad- 
ministrator, conferred with Mr. 
Roosevelt yesterday and afterward 
said that Warren Lee Pierson, presi- 
dent of the Export-Import Bank, 
was abroad looking into further 
possibilities for extending trade 
credits. 

Other Government agencies said 
today this country had these sur- 
plus commodities for possible sale: 

1. More than 10,000,000 bales of 
cotton. 

2. About 260,000,000 bughels of 
corn. 

3. 52,500,000 bushels of wheat. 

Farmers still holding title to these 
commodities as security for Gov- 
ernment loans must say whether 
they can be released for foreign 
sale. Some officials believe war 
would create a demand for these 
surpluses at prices that might be 
profitable to farmers. 

Credit for Foreign Trade. 

The Export-Import Bank, recent- 
ly consolidated with other Federal 
lending agencies under Jones, has 
been in existence for more than 
five years. It already has extended 
credits to finance private trade 
transactions with China, Italy, Po- 


can countries. 


the Export-Import Bank was sub- 
ject to the Johnson Act prohibiting, 


short-term commercial credits in 
this country by foreign nations in 
default on war debts. 

Both could finance the export of 
commodities, he said, but he doubt- 
ed whether they could deal directly 
with foreign Governments. 

He added that no applications had

PARIS, Sept. 1 (AP).—French 
Monarchists made political peace 
with Republieans today. 
“Give absolute support to leaders 
responsible for the destinies of 
France in the present § circum- 
stances,” Courrier Royal, organ of 
e Duc de Guise, pretender to the 
nonexistent throne, advised royalists. 
Because of the crisis, the newspaper 
said, the Comte de Paris, son of 
the Duke, would hasten back from 
a visit to Brazil.

Winship was succeeded 
by Rear Admiral William D. Leahy, 
former chief of naval operations, 
who said he would sail for San 
Juan Sept. 7. 


WHAT ARE WE GOING 
T0) DO? TTALIANS ASK 


People of Rome Had No Idea _ 
of Anything but Polish 
Border Clashes.

ROME, Sept. 1. — Italy had no 
idea this morning that hostilities 
had begun. The morning newspa- 
pers reported border clashes, with 
Polish sharpshooters repulsed by 
the Germans. Banner headlines, 
however, reported the new 
proposals of Fuehrer Adolf Hitler 
to the Poles. The first wave of ex- 
citement came with Hitler’s speech, 
when the Italians clustered around 
loud-speakers at the radio shops 
pleading with anyone who knew 
German to translate the sentences 
which involved perhaps their own 
fate. 

They were solemn, wide-eyed 
crowds and, instead of cheers, one 
heard only “Cosa facciamo, Noi”— 
What are we going to do?—rising 
like a veritable refrain. 

The answer to this question was 
not forthcoming with the appear- 
ance of the noon newspapers. Pub- 
lishers had been asked not to send 
newsboys out with them lest this 
should create excitement and the 
people buying them in the kiosks 
learned about Germany, but not 
about Italy. 

“To Poland’s violence Germany 
replies with violence,” “Fighting 
begun in night, continues,” “Ger- 
man fleet blockade Gdynia,” said 
the headlines. The editorials 
blamed Great Britain and Poland 
for the war, concluding “this time 
there will be no 100m for: polemics 
on war guilt.” 

No crowds had gathered by 1 
o’clock this afternoon in the Piazza 
Venezia, which was as deserted 
as the town was calm. Similarly, 
at 1 o’clock the Italian radio mere- 
ly summarized Hitler’s speech and 
his orders to the armed forces, 
and said nothing of Italy and gave 
no hint of a general mobilization. 

Thus, so far as Italy is concerned, 
so far as there is a localized war 
between Germany and Poland, and 
Italy is not called upon to define 
its position as Hitler’s ally unless 


and until Britain and France make 
it a general war.

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BEHIND THE SECURITY BOARD RESIGNATIONS. 

Although the resignations of Tom K. Smith and 
Mrs. Fred L. English from the St. Louis Social 
Security Commission were made public this week, 
it is significant that they were tendered several 
weeks ago, when it became clearly evident that the 
State was not ready to make any proper provision 
for unemployables, widows and dependent children.

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A SWELL SUMMER. 

An occasional impish glint of yellow, a whisper- 
ing bit of brown, a delicate inlay of bronze, but 
otherwise the serene St. Louis August has been as 
green as “the greenest growth of the Maytime.” 

The Weather Bureau has tried to tell the story 
of this supernal summer in citations of compara- 
tive figures. But facts, for all their admirable qual- 
ities, are just not the medium for this estival de- 
light. This latest St. Louis summer is an opus to 
be hymned in the cadences of pure poetry, in the 
far flights of a literature that rolls from the tongues 
of inspired orators, that surges up from the heart of 
minstrelsy. 

Here in September’s dawn the maples are’ tower- 
ing masses of gold, the oaks are red pyramids, and 
lordiier dreams of art, we reckon, than any Egyp- 
tian monarch ever wrought in stone, and the whole 
countryside is paneled in purples and scarlets, with 
flares of belated blue. 

Presently we shall be gazing entranced at the 
seasonal panorama of color, but today St. Louis is 
a green city, in a green valley, and quite all right. 
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A HERO FOR 50 YEARS BY MISTAKE? 

For more than 60 years, midshipmen of the United 
States Naval Academy have gazed proudly on a faded 
blue flag, dim with age and bearing the crudely in- 
scribed words, “Don’t Give Up the Ship.” Near it has 
hung the portrait of a strikingly handsome, dark- 
haired, bold-eyed naval officer. Until recently, the 
picture was labeled as that of Capt. James Lawrence, 
who, as he fell mortally wounded on the deck of the 
Chesapeake, uttered the immortal phrase that Com- 
modore Perry was to fly at his own masthead four 
months later when he defeated the British at the Bat- 
tle of Lake Erie. But now the portrait has turned 
out to be that of some unidentified officer anu a 
genuine one of Lawrence has been found. 

The disillusionment is distressing. The real Law- 
rence, staring down placidly, seems out of place in 
his uniform, His mouth is rather gross. His features 
are unsymmetrical. His hair is thin and nondescript 
ir color. His ears loom large about his six-inch col- 
lar. His eyes are lusterless. It is impossible to vis- 
ualize him as the dashing Lawrence who led the 
attack on the Tripolitan pirates, burned the captured 
Philadelphia, sank the Peacock, fought duels ashore 
and lost his life on the Chesapeake. This Lawrence 
looks like a colorless plodder. 

It might help matters some to leave on the wall 
the portrait of the unknown gentleman, who looks so 
seagoing in his uniform, In time, he probably will 
be identified. He may be one of those long-forgotten 
heroes who sailed out with the Wasp or the Levant, 
never to be heard of again, or one of the many others 
who died almost anonymously in the days of sail and 
cutlass-wielding boarding parties. Certainly he must 
have been & man of action. 
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DO THEY WANT CITIZENSHIP OR JUST SHELTER? 

More than 80,000 rush applications for first citl- 
zenship papers have been received, according to 
Department of Labor officials, since the European 
situation became acute. The scramble for naturaliza- 
tion papers is without precedent since the last World 
War. Leading in the rush are Englishmen. Then: 
eome Germans, Italians, French and Poles. All this 
is conclusive evidence that the vast majority of the 
applicants are persons who do not wish to be subject 
to military summons ‘from their fatherlands. 

True conscientious objectors and persons who have 
been intending right along to become eitizens of the 
United States undoubtedly are in the minority among 
the 80,000. The majority are in the category of 
those who stampede for the lifeboats. They are 
seeking citizenship under false pretenses. The United 


States has long been hailed as a place of refuge, but 
it is not a haven for those whose interests are 100 
per cent selfish, The Judges whose duty it is -to 
safeguard the position and privilege of American 
citizenship should now exercise the greatest discre- 
tion. Those applicants whose intentions are dishon- 
est can and should be weeded out. 
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A WAR ON CIVILIANS. 

The war that begins in September, 1939, differs in 
one major respect from the war that began in 
August, 1914. That difference is seen in the pathetic 
and tragic spectacle that came when London parents 
today bade farewell to a million children, being sent 
to the countryside for safety from the dreaded, and 
momentarily expected, bombing plane. 

The bomber, with its freight of death and its ca- 
pacity for swift destruction, has changed the whole 
face of war. London in 1914 was a safe billet. To- 
day, after the murderous demonstrations at Barce- 
lona and Madrid, Shanghai and Chungking, there is 
little wonder that the first order of business is an 
effort to save Britain's boys and girls from the aerial 
horror. 

This ruthless slaughter and maiming of civilians, 
a commonplace of the new warfare, became the sub- 
ject of President Roosevelt’s immediate concern as 
soon as word of the first fighting reached the White 
House. The executive has issued a moving appeal 
to all the participants asking for pledges that civilian 
populations and unfortified cities will not be bom- 
barded. 

It is an appeal in which every American, whatever 
his sympathies, wholeheartedly joins. For all that, 
it will‘ undoubtedly be futile in effect. Already there 
are reports of Nazi air attacks on unfortified Polish 
cities. Conferences over the last two decades of so- 
called peace have sought to achieve similar guaran- 
tees, but without avail. What hope is there for suc- 
cess at the tense moment when the great guns begin 
to roar and the bombing fleets swarm aloft from their 
hangars? 

Man’s scientific genius has created flying craft of 
rare efficiency. But man’s capacity for government 
has been unable to restrict that invention to the uses 
of peace. Now the human race must pay the price, as 
British parents say good-by to their young children 
in the desperate hope that somehow they can be 
saved from the vengeful demon of the air. 
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F. D. R.’S SURRENDER. 

With the 1940 model automobiles shiningly eager 
to appear four months before the last page will be 
torn from the 1939 calendar, we are beginning to 
fear that the commentators who like to read political 
meanings into President Roosevelt’s idlest gesture 
overlooked a bet when he decided to move Thanks- 
giving day up a week. 

Obviously, the President’s action marked the begin- 
ning of a new campaign of appeasement toward 
business; it was a positive indication that he has 
come to understand the methods of business men 
and to approve of them 100 per cent. 

The 1940 automobiles appear before the 1989 leaves 
have turned red. Department store windows blos- 
som out in fur coats when a collar and tie are still 
unbearable. The Saturday Evening Post comes out 
on Wednesday. Business thus has decreed that the 
new year shall begin in September, winter in mid- 
summer and Saturday at Tuesday midnight. If the 
President falls in line with an earlier Thanksgiving, 
what more proof do we need that he has capitulated 
to the United States Chamber of Commerce? 
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MAKE THEIR NAMES PUBLIC! 

In a statement accompanying further indictments 
of Moe Annenberg and three of his associates in 
supplying racing news to handbook shops, a Chicago 
grand jury declared: 

In one large city substantial payments are 
made annually in the form of Christmas gifts 
to Judges, city officials and politicians, and two 
State Senators have been on the payroll for sev- 
eral years. 

But the names of the Judges and officials and 
Senators were withheld, although no Teasons. were 
cited why the public should not have the informa- 
tion. There is every reason why the citizens of the 
“large city” mentioned should know it if the judi- 
ciliary and other municipal officials have been betray- 
ing a public trust. 

They have a right to be informed who the culprits 
are. Acceptance of such tainted money by a Judge 
certainly would justify, and would call forth, a de- 
mand for his immediate resignation by the bar and 
by the public generally. Other elective officials 
could be dealt with in the next election. 

If the names of the guilty men are being withheld 
only temporarily, and for reasons of strategy in the 
prosecution of Annenberg and his associates, this 
should be plainly stated. Assurance should be given, 
in any event, that the names will be made public 
in due course, It is inconceivable that the Depart- 
ment of Justice should protect the identity of offi- 
cials who have accepted payments partaking of the 
nature of bribes. If this should happen, the cry of 
“politics” will be raised and it will be justified, 


BELATED WHITEWASH FOR GEN. SHERMAN. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy took their fling 
at the motion picture, “Gone With the Wind”—for 
the casting of a British actress as its Southern-belle 
heroine—so it is only appropriate that the Daughters 
of Union Veterans should have their turn. They 
take it with an attack upon the plot as “an out- 
rageous attempt to . . . smirch the reputation of 
Gen. William T. Sherman.” And they follow through 
with a charge that “the raiding and burning of 
Southern homes and supplies were done by the Con- 
federates themselves.” 

This is rewriting history and daubing on the white- 
wash with a zealous hand. Even a Yankee schoolboy 
knows that the devastating march through Georgia 
and the Carolinas was a deliberate part of Sherman's 
plan for breaking the South’s resistance. His army 
had orders to “forage liberally on the country,” to 
destroy war supplies, factories, public buildings, 
railroads. If opposed, Sherman ordered, “army 
commanders should order and enforce a devastation 
more or less relentless according to the measure of 
hostility.” Some Confederate forces, it is true, tried 
to block the march by destroying property in its 
path, but Sherman’s men did most of the wrecking.

Supply dealers, contractors and labor have killed goose that might 
have laid golden egg, says writer; prices of materials are kept up by 
conspiracies, and sub-contractors rule out competitive bidding; 
labor demands excessive hourly wages and opposes new methods.

LL of us who pay rent these days or 
make payments on a home are paying a 
great deal more than we should. We 
are paying tribute, in cash, to waste, collu- 
sion and disorganization in the building 
industry. Unions and contractors and mate- 
rials dealers are levying their tribute—some- 
times in defiance of the law, sometimes 
within the law but just as vicious in effect. 

We are short 2,000,000 dwelling units now. 
And with everybody wanting better and 
cheaper places to live, the building industry 
is too sick to do much about it. 

The Government gets excited because the 
United States trade with Brazil shows a 
falling off. But here is an area of busi- 
ness where the stake in dollars exceeds 
all the trade of America with all the coun- 
tries of the world several times over. And 
it is more nearly connected with our eco- 
nomic troubles than any other one cause. 
Now let’s see how this vital industry has 
been shaken down. 

Take the experience of Frank Brayton 
in Miami, Fla. Mr. Brayton was president 
of the Reliable Supply Co., which sold build- 
ing materials to contractors. And it did 
a business of $150,000 a year. Then one 
day a gentleman told Mr. Brayton that he 
should join the Institute. The Institute, 
it seems, was organized to govern the build- 
ing-materials business of Florida. It fixed 
prices, regulated the trade and assigned 
territory to dealers, 

Mr. Brayton would have to pay $1000 to 
join and a tax of about half a cent on every 
dollar’s worth of business he did, 

Mr. Brayton turned down the invitation. 
Then things began to happen to him. The 
Institute notified all the wholesalers and 
manufacturers who sold to him that the 
Reliable Supply Co. was not a “recognized” 
dealer. One by one they wrote, Brayton 
that they appreciated his business, they 
felt his credit was good, but—they dared 
not sell him because then all the “recog- 
nized” dealers would boycott them. 

Thus independent dealerg and contractors 
on one side and manufacturers on the other 
are caught in the squeeze. And, of course, 
this is not confined to Florida, 


In the progressive automobile business 
and most other fields of production the man- 
ufacturer buys his materials in quantity 
direct from producers, thus cutting costs 
and making possible low prices to consum- 
ers. But in the building industry all the 
materials that flow to the builders are 
sluiced through a bottleneck dominated by 
combinations of dealers. 

For example, when the United States be- 
gan to buy large quantities of cement for 
recovery projects, the Alliance forced even 
the Government to buy’ its cement from 
local dealers despite the fact that for years 
all ordinary Government purchases were 
made direct from the producers. The secre- 
tary of the alliance wrote triumphantly in 
his report that-this was “one of the finest 
pieces of work ever engaged in”—“bucking a 
department of the United States Govern- 
ment” and thereby securing “for dealer die- 
tribution $50,000,000 worth of cement buai- 
ness.” 

The building laborer is also doing his bit 
to strangle the industry. Raise labor costs 
and you raise the cost of building. The 
wages of all workers in all industry have 
been rising for years, as they should, But 


at the same time modern machine methods 
have made the output of each individual 
laborer very much greater. But while the 
wages of the building-craft laborer have 
been going up, he has steadfastly resisted 
any kind of technical improvement to in- 
crease his output. So that what we actually 
have is this: While all other labor has been 
paid more for producing more, building labor 
has been paid more for producing less. 

It is safe to say, of course, that there 
are few building laborers who get as much 
as six months’ work in a year. Most of 
them do not get four months. Therefore, 
the worker says to himself, he must get 
a daily wage of $12 or $14 to enable him 
to live. And, to help his brothers by 
spreading the work, he insists on the five- 
day week and the six-hour day. He can- 
not be accused of greediness in seeking 
enough to live on. But he can be accused 
of short-sightedness. Because these high 
wages are helping to kill the business. 

For example, in 1937, building began not 
really to recover but to show signs of life. 
So the various crafts demanded more 
money. The plasterers were getting $12 a 
day for an eight-hour day. They struck for 
a six-hour day, still at $12. This meant 
a boost of from $1.50 to $2 an hour—a 
raise of 33 per cent in a depressed market 
for a sick industry. They thought shorter 
hours would mean work for more men. 
Actually they made work for fewer men 
because building was given a serious blow. 

Thus this struggle to squeeze out of the 
building industry sustenance that is not in 
it goes on endlessly with the result that 
the industry is being killed by those most 
concerned in keeping it alive. 

. . ‘s 


In all active building periods the union 
racketeer appears—usually in the larger 
cities. Shortly after the war, for example, 
despite desperate shortages of houses, house 
building ceased.. Investigation by the New 
York Legislature disclosed that a chief 
cause for the strangulation of building in 
New York was the depredations of Robert 
Brindell, leader of the Building Trades La- 
bor Council. Brindell was sent to Sing 
Sing for his extortions from contractors 
and owners. Several materials men were 
sent to jail. The various combinations to 
rig contract prices were broken up. And 
there flowered immediately an amazing boom 
in building. But before the boom had climbed 
to its top other labor leaders had succeeded 
to Brindell’s powers and practices. 

In many places and in many trades the 
sub-contractors are united under codes to 
control the prices of jobs. Sub-contractors 
are supposed to bid on jobs offered, the 
work going to the lowest bidder. But in 
such groups the sub-contractors send their 
bids, not to the contractor, but to the office 
of the code authority or the “club.” There 
the proper officials decide who should get 
the job, the bids are fixed up to make that 
person the lowest bidder. 

There can be no such reduction in pro- 
duction costs until every group in building 
—from architects down to laborere—makes 
its own contribution toward reducing costs.

The 
surest way to get into trouble is to talk 
about trouble, and it is quite easy in-the 
hot enthusiasm of a moment for 
tive sympathies to reach the boiling point. 

Many have said—and it may be true~ 
that the United States at this moment is 
very much more “one-sided” in its symp* 
thies than it was at the outset of the World 
War. The argument already is heard that 
the seeds of martial propaganda will ge™ 
minate swiftly in such fertile ground. 

That is as may be. But let us not for 
get that we also have something else that 
was absent in 1914—a passionate hatred of 
all that war means, in disease and death, 
sorrow and privation. We hate war now, 
because we understand, and God grant that 
we shall be soberly reluctant ever agala 
to dip our swords in blood. 

The issues in Europe appear to be very 
cleanly drawn, but in their final, simplest § 
analysis, the job to be done is one of i» 
ternational policing.

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Text of Chamberlain’s Speech 
Before Parliament War Session 


He Says Responsibility for Catastrophe Lies 
on Hitler’s Shoulders—Cites England’s 
Moves for Peace. 


LONDON, Sept. 1 (By Radio— 
AP).—The tert of Prime Minister 
Chamberlain's speech: 

I do not propose to say many 
words tonight. The time has come 
when action rather than speech is 
required. Eighteen months ago I 
prayed that the responsibility might 
not fall on me to ask this country 


to accept the awful abitrament of 
war. I fear that I am not able to 
‘avoid that responsibility. The re- 


‘sponsibility for this terrible catas- 
'trophe lies on the shoulders of one 
‘man. 

At any rate, I could not wish for 
conditions on which such a burden 
would fall upon me clearer than 
they are today as to where I stand 
(cheering). The German Chancel- 
lor has not hesitated to plunge the 
world into misery in order to serve 
his own senseless ambitions. No 
‘man can say that the Government 
could have done more to try and 
keep open the way for honorable 
and equitable settlement of the dis- 
pute between Germany and Poland 
nor have we neglected any means 
of making it crystal clear te, the 
German Government that if they 
insisted on ucing force again in the 
manner in which they have used it 
in the past we will resolve to op- 
pose them by force. 

We shall stand at the bar of his- 
tory knowing that the responsibili- 
ty of this terrible catastrophe lies 
ion the shoulders of one man—the 
‘German Chancellor. 

He has not hesitated to plunge 
the world into misery in order to 
serve his own senseless ambitions. 

Refers to White Paper. 

The white paper now published 
makes it perfectly clear that our 
object has been to try to bring 
about discussions about the Polish- 
German dispute between the two 
countries on terms of equality. 

One passage from a recent com- 
munication, dated Aug. 30, showed 
easily the final clash that might 
have been avoided had there been 
the least desire on the part of the 
German Government to arrive at 
a peaceful settlement. The British 
Government most strongly urged 
that both parties should undertake 
during the negotiations no aggres- 
sive military movement. 

The communication says the Brit- 
ish Government most _ strongly 
urged that both parties should un- 
dertake negotiations that no ag- 
gressive military movements should 
take place. The Polish Government 
replied instantly, on Aug. 31, say- 
ing they will prepare on a recipro- 
cal basis to give the formal guar- 
anty. 

In the event of negotiations tak- 
ing place, Polish:troops would not 
violate the frontiers of the Reich 
provided the corresponding guaran- 
tee was given regarding non-viola- 
tion of Poland by troops of the 
Reich, 

We never had any reply from the 
German Government to that sug- 
gestion, one which if it had been 
followed might have saved _ the 
catastrophe which took place this 
morning. 


(The Prime Minister referred to 
the 16 points broadcast by the Ger- 
man Broadcasting System last night 
and mentioned the fact that that 
statement included this phrase): 
Poland Never Got, Proposals. 


“In these circumstances the Reich 
Government considers its proposals 
rejected.” We must examine that 
statement: To begin with, these 
proposals have never been com- 
municated by Germany to Poland 
at all. 


On Aug. 29, replying to a note 
we had sent to them, the German 
Government said, among other 
things, that they would immediate- 
ly draw proposals for a solution ac- 
ceptable to themselves, and would, 
if possible, place these at the dis- 
posal of the British Government be- 
fore arrival of the Polish negotiat- 
or. 

It will be seen by examination 
of the white papers that the Ger- 
man Government have stated that 
they counted upon the arrival of a 
plenipotentiary from Poland to 
Berlin on Aug. 30, the following day. 
So, at the most unless the German 
Government were prepared to give 
the British Government assurances 
that Germany had suspended ag- 
gressive action against Poland, and 
were prepared promptly to with- 
draw their forces from Polish ter- 
ritory; the British Government 
would without hesitation fulfill 
their obligations to Poland. 

I Germany’s reply to this last 
warning is unufavorable, and I do 
not suggest that it is likely to be 
otherwise, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment is instructed to ask for his 
passport. 

In the meantime we (Great 
Britain) are awaiting these pro- 
posals. When these proposals are 
ready, for we have heard no more 
about them, Germany should in- 
vite the Polish Ambassador to call 
there and send the proposals. 

Thereupon, reports our Ambas- 
sador, in the most violent terms 
Herr von Ribbentrop said he would 
never ask the Ambassador to visit 
him. 

On Wednesday night at the inter- 
view Herr von Ribbentrop  pro- 
duced a lengthy document which 
he read in German aloud at top 
speed. Our Ambassador asked for 
a copy of the document. The reply 
was: “It is now too late as the Pol- 
ish representative has not arrived 
in Berlin.” 

Never Got Copy of Proposals, 

So we never got a copy of those 
proposals. The first time we heard 
of them was on the broadcast last 
night. 

It is clear that their conception 
of negotiations was that on almost 


instantaneous demand, the Polish 
plenipotentiary should go to, Berlin, 
where others had been before him, 
and should there receive a state- 
ment of demands to be accepted in 
their entirety. 

The proper course, in our view, 
was that these proposals should 
have been put before the Poles, 
who should have been given time 
to consider them. 

Last night the Polish Ambassa- 
dor saw Herr von Ribbentrop and 
expressed to him that they were 
willing to negotiate with Germany 
about their dispute on an equal 
basis. 

The German Government without 
any further warning crossed the 
Polish frontier at dawn. 

Open Towns Bombed. 

It is since reported that open 
towns have been bombed. In these 
circumstances only once course is 
open to us. 

His Majesty’s Ambassador in Ber- 
lin and the French Ambassador 
have been instructed to hand to 
the German Government a commu- 
nication, 

This said that early this morning 
the German Chancellor issued a 
proclamation to the Germany army 
which indicated that he was about 
to attack Poland. 

Information reaching British and 
French Governments indicated that 
German troops had crossed the Pol- 
ish frontier and attacks on Polish 
territory were proceeding. 

In these circumstances, it ap- 
pears to the governments of the 
United Kingdom and France that 
by their action the German Gov- 
ernment have created conditions, 
namely, an aggressive act of force 
against Poland, threatening the in- 
dependence of Poland, which called 
for the implementation by the gov- 
ernments of the United Kingdom 
and France of the undertaking to 
Poland to come to her assistance. 

Will Fulfill Obligation. 

I am, accordingly, to inform your 
excellency that, unless the German 
Government are prepared to give 
His Majesty’s Government assur- 
ances that the German Government 
have suspended aggressive acts 
against Poland and are prepared 
promptly to withdraw their forces 
from Polish territory, His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom 
will without hesitation fulfill their 
obligation to Poland. 

If the reply to this last warning 
is unfavorable—and I do not sug- 
gest it is likely to be otherwise— 
His Majesty’s Ambassador is in- 
structed to ask for his passports. 

In that case we are ready. 

Finally, steps have been taken in 
accordance with prearranged plahs, 
Steps have been taken to safeguard 
the position in regard to stocks and 
commodities of various kind. 

Our thoughts turn back to .1914. 
How do we stand at this time? 
The answer is that all three services| 
are ready, and that the situation in 
all directions is more favorable and 
reassuring than before. 

Behind the scenes we have built 
up a vast organization of civil de- 
fense under the scheme of airway 
precautions. 

Regarding immediate man power 
requirements, the Royal navy, army 
and air force have as many men 
as they can convenientiy handle at 


the present moment. There is today 


no need to appeal in a general way 
for recruits such as was issued by 
Lord Kitchener 25 years ago. It is 
essential in the vast and tremend- 
ous task that confronts us and in 
view of past experience, to organize 
our man power this time.

One Italian Vessel There — 
Polish Line Bars Freight 
for Gdynia. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP). — 
Europe's tension was mirrored to- 
day in the port of New York where 
several ships lay at anchor with 
their sailing time uncertain. 

No passenger or freight vessels 
flying the German flag were in 
port. The Nazi liner Columbus 
steamed toward Havana from Cura- 
cao under orders of the Reich to 
discharge its 745 cruise passengers 
and return to Germany. 

As Germany worked to round up 
her ships, the $60,000,000 Normandie 
of the French Line continued to 
lie at its per here. Officials of 
the line said they could not hazard 
a guess as to when it would sail. 

A decision also was forthcoming 
as to the sailing of the Cunard 
White Star liner Franconia, sched- 
uled to leave late today for Euro- 
pean ports. On the ship’s passenger 
list of 200 were several Britons. The 
line said there had been many 
cancellations. 

The United States line said its 
sailings were being speeded up 
rather than canceled, in order to 
aid in getting Americans out of 
Europe. The American Farmer, 
with only 20 passengers for the 
eastward crossing, was scheduled to 
leave today. The liner Washing- 
ton’s sailing, originally set for next 
Wednesday, was moved up to Satur- 
day. | 

The Reich’s decision to send the 
Columbus home, disclosed by John 
Schroeder, managing director of the 
North German Lloyd line here, com- 
pleted the withdrawal of the last 
units of Germany's merchant 
marine. 

For six days, the destination of 
the ship had been unknown, Dur- 
ing that time, it was held in Cura- 
cao. The ship left New York on 
a West Indies cruise Aug. 19.

House Committee Declares 
Nazi - Fascist © Leaders 
Are Engaged in Racket- 


eering and Subversion. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP).— 
The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities denounced last 
night the “peewee Hitlers” leading 
“Nazi-Fascist groups” in the Unit- 
ed States and declared they were 
engaged in “a form of racketeer- 
ing” and in “subversive activity.” 
Representative Dies (Dem.), Texas, 
is chairman of the committee. 

In a preliminary report on the 
investigation it has conducted of 
such groups, the committee assert- 
ed that “their primary aims ap- 
peared to be: 

“(1) A radical change in the 
American form of government. 

“(2) The collection of dues from 
such misguided citizens as will sup- 
port them.” 

The committee issued “a warn- 
ing to all our citizens against 
aping the methods of foreign dic- 
tators.” 

Such “critical days” as the pres- 
ent, the report declared, call for 
“clear thinking” and “strong faith 
in our democratic institutions.” 

The committee said testimony 
it has received showed “a wide- 
spread co-operation between a half- 
hundred of these WNazi-Fascist 
groups,” with interchange of speak- 
ers, literature and attendance at 
one another’s meetings. 

“On several occasions in recent 
months,” the report continued, 
“they have made efforts to come 
together in some kind of perma- 
nent federation. 4 

“So far, these efforts have been 
frustrated by organizational jeal- 
ousies, but the search for a ‘man 
on horseback’ goes on.” 

The committee declared that 
“time and time again these Amer- 
ican Fuehrers have proposed to 
each other the necessitv and justi- 
fication for military action” and 
that “almost without exception all 
of them openly profess admiration 
for Hitler and his regime.” 

“We call special attention,” the 
report said at another point, “to 
the deplorable prostitution of such 
words as ‘patriotism’ and ‘Chris- 
tian’ to the selfish ends of these 
Fascist racketeers.”

RUSSIANS SAY 
THEY LIQUIDATED 
JAPANESE FORGE 


Moscow News Agency As- 
serts Enemy Suffered 
t Losses in Man- 
choukuo Border Warfare. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 1 (AP).~+-Tass, 
official news agency, announced 
today that a Japanese-Manchou- 
kuoan force had been “liquidated” 


by a Soviet-Outer Mongolian Land 
and air offensive along the com- 
mon border of Manchoukuo and 
Outer Mongolia, 

The announcement gave no esti- 
mate of the strength of the enemy 
force, but said the troops were dou- 
ble-flanked and suffered “great 
losses in man power and equipment” 
between Aug. 21 and 28. 

“On the night of Aug. 28-29 the 
remnants of the Japanese-Manchou- 
kuoan troops in the territory of the 
Mongolian People’s Republic were 
liquidated and Mongol - Soviet 
troops firmly established them- 
selves in positions along the state 
frontier of the Mongolian People’s 
Republic,” Tass said. 

The announcement recited great 
losses by the Japanese air force— 
totaling 235 planes shot down Aug. 
5 to 30, inclusive, as against 25 for 
the Soviet force. | 


In the “liquidation,” Tass said, 
294 Manchoukuoan soldiers volun- 
tarily went over to the Soviet side 
and the Soviet force captured 124 
field guns of various sizes, 67 heavy 
machine guns, 98 light machine 
guns, 36 trench mortars, 9000 rifles, 
12,000 shells of various calibers, 
eight tanks, eight armored cars, 14 
tractors, 68 trucks and 19 passenger 
cars. 


Japanese Silent on Reports of 
Large-Scale Fighting in Mongolia. 

TOKYO, Sept. 1 (AP).—Japanese 
sources were silent today regard- 
ing reports of fighting at Nomon- 
han on the border of Soviet-pro- 
tected Outer Mongolia. 

While reports from abroad said 
fighting was on the greatest scale 
since its beginning last May, Domei, 
Japanese news agency, and other 
Japanese sources merely described 
the combat as a continuation o 
daily artillery duels and aerial en- 
gagements, 

In the encounters, Japanese fly- 
ers were said to have downed 23 
of 80 Soviet Russian planes. 

Both official and _ unofficial 
sources failed to report the progress

TOURISTS ABROAD 


Records Show 426 Applied 
for Passports Last May, 
but Number Still in War 
Zones Is Uncertain. 


With the outbreak of hostilities 
in Europe, apprehension was felt 
here for many St.’ Louisans travel- 
ing on the continent or in the Brit- 
ish Isles. Telephone communica- 
tions with European countries were 
cut off yesterday and cablegrams 
to England were subjected to cen- 


sorship. 
Many travelers already had in- 
formed relatives here they were 


ranging to book passage home as 
soon as possible. Others have given 


no indication in recent letters -that 
they would abandon their itinera- 
ries. Some already are aboard 
trans-Atlantic vessels, bound for 
New York. 

The Western Union and Postal 
Telegraph companies said they were 
accepting messages to ships at sea 
but were warning senders of pos 
sible delay and informing them no 
reports of delivery would_be made. 
Cablegrams to France and all parts 
of the British Empire were being 
accepted only in plain English or 
French, it was stated, with mes- 
‘gages subject to censorship and 
code and cipher messages pro 
scribed, except to Parisian banks. 

More Than 50 on Way Home. 

Since the first of May 426 resi- 
dents of the city and county have 
applied for passports to Huropean 
countries. It could not be determ- 
ined accurately how many of these 
applicants were still in Europe, but

PWA Agents Think §$2,- 
000,000 Administrative 
Cost Is Double That of 


Similar Projects. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Sept. 1-—Two 
mew phases of the Government’s| 
investigation of the $17,000,000 
building program at Missouri penal | 
and eleemosynary institutions be- | 
came known to the correspondent 
here today, following the announce- 
ment yesterday at Washington that 
the Department of Justice was con- 
ducting an inquiry to determine 
whether “local graft and corrup- 
tion” had influenced handling of 
the huge program. 

Agents of the PWA, who con- 
ducted a separate investigation and 
turned their evidence over to the 
Department of Justice, found that 
the administrative cost: of the pro- 
gram amounted to more than $2,- 
000,000, which they believe is about 
double the administrative costs on 
similar projects throughout the 
country. 

The PWA investigators have de- 
termined that the administrative 
costs amounted to approximately 
13 per cent of the total, whereas 
administration costs on PWA proj- 
ects of like character usually run 
about 6 per cent cf the total. The 
building program, which it was 
thought would be completed in two 
years, actually took four and a half 
years, and some work on power 
plants is just now being completed. 

Coercion of Architects. 

Alleged coercion of architects em- 
‘ployed to draw the plans on the 
State buildings is another phase be- 
ing investigated, the correspondent 
learned, and the circumstances un- 
der which seven architectural firms 
employed the newly-formed. and ob- 
scure engineering firm of William 
F. Weidlein & Co. is a major part 
of the Federal] investigation. 

The architects who retained the 
Weidlein firm had a total of $5,- 
600,000 in construction work on the 
State institutions and the Weidlein 
company, in addition to doing the 
work on the long-delayed prison 
power plant, a $510,000 project, had 
contracts for the mechanical en- 
gineering on each of the seven 
architects’ jobs. The mechanical 
engineering on construction work 
is usually about 20 per cent of the 
total cust of the building, and the 
mechanical engineers are paid 3 
per cent for tneir plans. 

As was told exclusively in the 
Post-Dispatch of Aug. 21, a Federal 
grand jury investigation this month 
is expected to reveal additional ac- 
tivities of the corrupt Pendergast 
political machine.

Board-Approved Engineers. 


Charles A. Smith, of tne architec-

Of War to St. Louisans 


Dance Music Cut Off for Grim Bulletin—KSD 
Announcer’s Log Gives Vivid Picture 
of Outbreak of Hostilities. 


The fateful morning of Sept. 1 
in Europe began as just another 
night of dance music on the radio 
in St. Louis, but as critical event 


followed critical event in quick suc- 
cession the air was laden with 
news bulletins and short wave 
broadcasts from Furope. 

Those St. Louisans who listened 
got.a swiftand dramatic account of 
the opening of the war, an account 
'that included Hitler’s speech to the 
Reichstag, Premier Daladier’s curt, 
“It’s here,” and, at 7 a. m. the laugh- 
ing voices of English school. chil- 
dren who were being evacuated 
from London, 

The whole story of the’ tense 
morning is told in the log which 
Max Cole, announcer for Sta- 
tion KSD, kept during his vigil in 
the control room atop 
Post-Dispatch Building. 

Bulletin Cuts Off Dance Music. 

There had been little indication 
before midnight in St. Louis that 
the succeeding -hours would be 
filled with the most dire news. But 
at 12:38 a. m. the tinkling music of 
Gary Noddingham-was clipped off 
and from the newsroom in New 
York came: “Albert Forster, Dan- 
zig Nazi leader, proclaims Danzig’s 
union with Germany.” 

That would mean war, listeners 
reasoned. And two minutes later 
there came a war bulletin. But it 
was about a forgotten conflict. 
“Soviet forces,” it said, “have an- 
nounced a decisive victory over 
Manchukuoan troops in Outer Mon- 
golia.” 

Soon after 1 o’clock came _ the 
first announcement that four Polk 


German airships and that Gdynia 
was blocked by German waships. 
“General Fighting.” 

At 1:30: “Text of Forster’s tele- 
gram to Hitler ... . Official con- 
firmation of bombing of four cities 

. England takes a grave view 
of situation.” Brief jazz music and 
then at 1:36: “Associated Press 
says Hitler has accepted Danzig. 

. General fighting reported on 
German;Polish border.” 

There was a short wave broad- 
cast from London, but the English 
did not inform their listeners that 
Danzig had been seized by Ger- 
many. The bombing of Poland was 
repeated in flash after flash, and at 
2:39 came an announcement from 
Washington that President Roose- 
velt had ordered all naval vessels 
and army commands notified of the 
war, 

“Newsroom reports Germans have 
set up loud speakers all over Ber- 
lin,” the log continues. “Storm 
Troops around city are swollen in 
ranks. ... Bombings by Germany 
reported a terrifying surprise to

ish cities had been bombed by}. 


British. . . Adolf Hitler to speak 
soon. ... Krakow bombed... . 
Daladier summons Government and 
military heads.” 

Hitler’s Speech. 

At 2:58 the radio switched to Ber- 
lin and 10 minutes later Adolf 
Hitler's voice, addressing a frenzied 
Reichstag, came over the waves. As 
usual, he started slowly. Cheers 
followed cheers as he denounced the 
Versailles Treaty. 

But the most tremendous ovation 
was reserved for his statement that 
he would “meet bomb with bomb.” 

Hitler spoke for 36 minutes, his 
passion rising, his words becoming 
less, distinct to American listeners. 
There was the customary English 
interpolation from New York. 
Later there was an extended trans- 
lation from Berlin. 

Now, for a while, there was a 
lull and once more the strains of 
dance music. Not for long. “Many 
dead in bombings of Poland . 
Daladier says simply, ‘It’s here. 

Three minutes before 5 o’clock 
Washington announced President 
Roosevelt’s plea against the bomb-| } 
ing of civilian populations.

Rush to Buy Grain Futures 
in North American Mar-|‘ 
kets but Deadlock Is 
Reached When a Day’s 
Trading Limit Is Reached 


CHICAGO, Sept. 1 (AP).—Trading in 
grain futures on the Chicago Board of 
Trade and on most other North American 


markets came to a Virtual deadlock with 
the outbreak of fighting in Europe today 
because of Government and exchange regu- 
lations limiting price fluctuations. 

Wheat here skyrocketed 5 to 8 cents &a 
bushel, with corresponding gains regis- 
tered in other markets but when these 
limits of 75% for September contracts, 
73% for December and 74% for May 
were reached trade was at a stalemate. 
Trading rules provided that daily price 
fluctuations in deferred delivery contracts 
of wheat shall not exceed 5 cents and in 
contracts in which delivery can be made 
this month the limit is 8 cents. 

A- similar situation prevailed in the 
corn, oats and rye pits, where prices were 
up the daily limits. 

All other market factors were ignored 
in the face of war news. Private crop 
experts predicted a U. 8. corn harvest of 
2.510,000,000 bushels, or 50,000,000 
jarger than the Government forecast a 
month ago, but this had no market effect. 
They cstimated domestic spring wheat pro- 
duction at 182,000,000 bushels and West- 
ern Canadian wheat production at 409,- 
000,000 bushels. 

Liverpool wheat closed only %-% cent 
higher but in English funds this was 1%4- 
1% pence up, with sterling off 7 cents. 

At noon Chicago wheat prices were 5 to 
7% cents higher, compared with yester- 
ty finish, September 75%, December 
73%. Corn was 4 to 4% higher, Septem- 
ber 48%, December 48%. 

Closing prices for practically every grain 
contract quoted on the exchange were at 
the pegged limits for the session. Wheat 
was 5 to 8 cents net higher, September 
75%, December 73% and May 74%. Corn 
closed 4 to 6% cents up, september 50@ 
49%, December 48%. Oats 3 to 4% 
higher. 

Lard prices were quoted up the 50-cent 
limit prescribed by trading rules and the 
market came to a standstill when these 
prices were reached.

around a nearby corner, a 

large percentage of boys and 
girls who were students last year, 
and a still larger percentage of 
those who'd like to be students this 
year, are calling family councils 
and cudgeling collective brains in 
an effort to balance the budget 
under that department called Edu- 
cation, 

Each year many worthwhile 
students give up the idea of ad- 
vanced learning because they feel 
that college is a sort of glorified 
country club, only for the well-to-do. 
Other over-optimistic students set 
off for the university with brave 


hopes but little knowledge of the. 


exact amount of money, required 
and are forced to return home. 

Both types of students nave 
heard of collegians working their 
way through school, but the first 
has been told that it’s folly to work 
and study at the same time, and 
the other has been told that any- 
one with enough nerve can squeeze 
through. 


To clarify matters on both fronts, 
some concrete facts are set forth 


by officials of the three big Mis- MO 


souri schools—Washington Univer- 
sity, St. Louis University, and the 
University of Missouri, at Colum- 
bia. 

First, a large percentage of sti- 
dents, in some cases half the stu- 
dent body, are+earning part of 
their expenses. Second, there are 
definite departments for student 
aid, namely, the university employ- 
ment offices, National Youth Ad- 
ministration offices, and loan of- 
fices for students in need of. di- 
rect funds, Third, though many 
students do work, college author- 
ities are emphatic in pointing out 
that students should not attenipt 
to enroll without sufficient tunds 
for one semester, preferably one 
year. 

The University of Missouri, where 
40 per cent of the students earn 
or borrow funds for school ex- 
penses, says: 


“It would be a mistake to en- 
courage a student to enroll in a 
college or university if he has no 
funds on hand to take care of pre- 
liminary expenses. A student who 
attempts to earn sufficient funds 
to cover all expenses may injure 
his health in doing so or else get 
very little out of his school work 
end thus defeat the purpose which 
he is attempting to accomplish.” 

As a starting point, Missouri 
University suggests “sufficient 
funds for payment of initial ex- 
penses, such as fees and boo gs, 
enough money to carry them 
through at least until they receive 
their first pay check, and the pos- 
sibility of a small amount of help 
monthly from some other source. 
This initial sum should amount to 
approximately $100.” 


At the state university, where 
4911 students enrolled last Feb- 
ruary for the second semester, al- 
most 2000 were employed during 
the year, 500 on N. Y. A. jobs, and 
approximately 1400 with part time 
employment secured by the unt- 
versity. Jobs in Columbia are of 
necessity more limited than those 
in cities. 

Most of the N. Y. A. jobs are cler- 
ical jobs, a student with a know/l- 
edge of typewriting and shorthand 
having an advantage. Some are re- 
search in certain fields, or inci- 
dental work for university offices. 
Jobs in town include work at pri- 
vate houses for room and board

work at fraternity and sorority 
houses, restaurants, and dormito- 
ries, jobs walking dogs, taking 
care of children, firing furnaces. 
There is also a typing and tutor- 
ing bureau employing a limitev 
number of students. 
. * . 

OME students get together in 
S groups of four and six and cook 

their own meals. A co-operative 
dining hall has existed in past 
years. Some students manage more 
than one job; this reporter jug- 
gled four during one semester— 
two private typing jobs, a job in 
a university office, and one in a 
dormitory kitchen, but it is not a 
course to be recommended, even 
for the physically fit. Some lit- 
erary students do a profitable busi- 
ness in ghost writing other stu- 
dents’ papers but most of them 
consider such work too risky. 

Expenses in Columbia have been 
estimated at a minimum of $225 
a semester—$38 for fees, $90 for 
board, $45 for room, $17 for laun- 
dry and cleaning, $15 for books 
and supplies, and $20 for miscel- 
laneous, the latter probably includ- 
ing the 10 and 20 cent dates that 
are part of campus life there. Room 
rent varies from $5 to $12 monthly, 
table board from $4.25 to $6.50 a 
week. Rates in sorority and fra- 
ternity houses are higher, but many 
students manage to live economic- 
ally outside the houses though 
they belong to social organizations. 

About 600 students at Missouri 
are helped annually to the extent 
of approximately $50,000 from stu- 
dent loan funds, im all cases after 
one semester of college, with satis- 
factory records. These Joans have 
a maximum of $75 a person per 
semester.

eight years the impression has 
changed. I don’t say that there are 
students that get through by living 
in boxcars and eating handouts, 
but students living at home mod- 
estly can get by on $300 or $325 4 
year. A student can, of course, 
spent $1200 to $1400 a year and 
have a wonderful time, but stu- 
dents living in dormitories or board- 
ing in town, manage it on $600 to 
$700. 

“In the past few years, students 
have taken to work in a matter 
of fact way that is admirable,” 
he continued. “Boys and girls from 
families of a class that would not 
have had to work several years 
ago make no bones about it. They 
take any kind of job that comes 
along and don’t pat themselves on 
the back for it either.” 

Mrs, Ethel P. Settle, plump and 
merry interviewer in the employ- 
ment office, who handles hundreds 
of student applicants each year, 
had a similarly enthusiastic word 
to say about the working class of 
students. 

“I don’t think it’s advisable to 
have to earn all expenses,” she 
said, “and it’s preferable to have 
both the first year’s expenses and 
some help for tuition or board la- 
ter, but I think a part-time job is 
a good thing for any student. It 
helps them in school and it helps 
them in later business life.” 

The test of the whole thing would 
be, of course, whether the educa- 
tion and friendships and exper? 
ences are worth the work and 
sometimes worry that self-support- 
ing students have. If you ask the 
opinions of those who have worked 
their way to a degree, they will 
probably tell you it’s worth it, even 
the hard way.

West at Fault for Failing 
to Return Diamond In- 
stead of Spade.

East countered that such 
a play, at that stage of the hand, 
particularly as the club lead (seven 
spot) made sense only as a single- 
ton, would have been ridiculous, 
since it would have killed East's 
only re-entry for another club lead 
and a second ruff. . 
“Please comment on these conten- 
tions so that I may confound West 
and place him in his proper status, 
above suggested, in future bridge 
games.—J. B,, Pennsylvania.” 

It is always a pleasure to me 
when I can conscientiously back" 
up a correspondent. It is natural, 
to feel more friendly to the fellow 
who takes the pains to write a 
letter than to his vis-a-vis who, 
after all, is a complete stranger to. 
me, 

In this case, the issue is clear cut, 
Indeed, it is surprisingly elemen- 
tary. As East contended, it would 
have been ridiculous for him to lay 
down the diamond ace before re- 
turning a club, just as ridiculous 
as it actually was for West, having 
ruffed the second club, to return a- 
spade. In spades, dummy showed 
the ace, but in diamonds only. 
the queen. Did West think that 
there was @ better chance to put 
East back on lead, with spades 
than with diamonds? Or, if West 
had no ambition to ruff a second 
club, did he think that the return 
of a spade, in which declarer had 
control, could stop the eventual 
discard of a possible spade loser 
on dummy’s club suit? It should 
have been fairly obvious that the 
only discard he could prevent was 
of a suit that declarer could not 
control, which might, just possibly, 
be diamonds, 

West's contention that East 
should have cashed the diamond 
ace at the second trick would have 
resulted in only a one trick (200 
point) penalty. East’s idea of keep- 
ing the diamond ace as a re-entry 
for a second club ruff should have 
led to a 600 point penalty. How- 
ever, on second thought, since it 
is obvious that East knew much 
more about his partner than I do, 
I am inclined to blame East for 
playing properly!
